The first dangerous1 fire came 
at 


11.40, when a pile of ruhhish was 
found ablaze in the rear of. the Savoy 
theatre,'a wooden building. The rub-

when discovered. Adjoining the llie- 
atre are' many retail houses, and 
prompt work here.-, undoubtedly pre- 
vented a disastrous fire.

Shea the occasion for a scathing ad- 
dress, saying that he was removing 
from the ranks nf organized labor a 
niiiii who brought disgrace upon his 
followers, a brute, u coarse being who 
had done much to prejudice the Am- 
erican people ngalnst labor oreanlza- 
'tlous.

contractor.

It was as a 
delegate, from this union to the na- 
tional convention of teamsters' at Ni- 
agara in 11103 that the stocky young

without a countervailing, duty propo- 
sition.
